She is.a 
handsome, middle-aged woman, ‘and she 
war richly gowned when she took the 
stand. She told how Col. Snell lavished 
money on Mabelle, how they took long 
trips together, and how they spent 
a week at the Southern Hotel in St. 
Louis. 

Mrs. Snell said Col. Snell refused to 
attend the wedding in Emporia, Kan., 
of Harry, her son, unless Maybelle 
went too, and that he bought Ma- 
belle a diamond sunburst for the oc- 
casion. He gave her $400 to buy 
clothes to wear to the wedding, Mrs. 
Snell said, but he denied to Mrs. Snell 
that he had bought the sunburst. He 
said he had only rented it for the 
wedding. 

Mabelle and Col. Snell spent a week 
together at the Southern Hotel in St. 
Louis, the witness said, and went to 
the Bloomington home. Sometimes 
Mabelle got into “bad humor” with 
the old millionaire, Mrs. Snell said, 
and told him rudely to “shut his 
mouth.”

Snell to’ task 
for giving the woman a handsome 
coat. 

Col. Snell told his sacubter- in-law, 
she testified, of sending Mabelle 


abroad, and of trips they took togeth- 


er. 


“Once he had four $1000 bills in his. 


hand and flourished them in my face,” 
Mrs, Snel] said, “declaring that he 
was going to take a trip with Mabelle 


and spend it." 
When Col. Snell’s gifts of money were 


not as large as Mabelle wanted she tore 
up the checks and threw them into his 
face, the witness said. Once Col. Snell

The bake shop was in a back room 
by 25 feet in size. The oven was in the 
wall at the end of the room, and in 
the yard behind it and separated from 
it only by a thin and cracked ‘brick wall 
were outhouses. In this room. two 
bakers made 500 loaves of bread every 
night, which were sold among the Mace- 
donians in the quarter over the counter 
of the store and peddled in baskets to 
whoever would buy.

They tried to make 
me lead an honest life, and I did try 
to second their efforts for a time. They 
got together some money and put me 
in the textile business, @tablishing the 
factory at Wilson street and Fulton ave- 
nue, where I had my rug business. 

“I tried to keep straight as long as I 
could, But the old longing to practice 
what I had learned to do so well, what 
there was so much excitement in doing, 
came over me and I could not hold out 
against it. I went back to the old 
trade of picking pockets. 

How He Got Pocketbooks. 

“I was a pickpocket by night and 
a manufacturer of rugs by daytime. I 
practiced chiefly two systems and both 
Simple ones. One was to get on the 
crowded platform of a car and by 
shoving hard against my intended vic- 
tim squeeze his poéeketbook out of his 
hip pocket. When it dropped to the 
floor I picked it up as if it were 
mine. 

“The second method Ifnever pursued 
except when I went out at night with 
some of my old friends among the pick- 
pockets in Manhattan. This was getting 
the pocketbooks of men who carried 
them in their overcoats. The same sys- 
tem of pushing against them was fol- 
lowed, and then lifting the purse with 
the hand slowly but surely.’’

Desert runners brought ‘rate of the 
explosion to “late. last night. 
They were unhable.to give full details 
of the wounding o* the miners, but said 
several were probably fatally hurt. The 
bombs were placed Saturday evening 
and the miners were blown up as they 
sat around the supper table. The at- 
tempted wholesale murder is believed 
to have resulted from race. hatred en- 
gendered in the Mexicans by the belief 
that their fellow countrymen who are 
held -at Los Angeles as revolutionists 
are being persecuted by the United 
States. There has never been any 
trouble between the races at the mine 
and this is the only cause which can 
be conceived by the Americans there. 


More Trouble Feared. 

Eighteen Mexieans are under arrest 
at the mine, the Governor of the prov- 
ince having sent a troop of rurales to 
the scene immediately upon the receipt 
of news of the explosion. Further 
trouble is expected, as both races are in 
a frame of mind to defy the troops and 
come to personal clashes.

ALDRICH CURRENCY BILL 
IS DENOUNCED BY RAYNER 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—Senator Isa- 
dor Rayner, Democrat, of Delaware, de- 
nounced the Aldrich currency bill in a 
speech in the Senate today. 

Mr. Rayner said he realized that the 
bill will pass, and declared that its op- 
porents have the consolation of know- 
ing that it ‘is simply and solely an 
einergency measure.”

We will never have any 
permanent relicf until we strike at the 
root of the evil and reform our entire 
banking system from its foundation in 
the interest of the American people 
against the special interests.”

At last, how- 
ever, the Noria’s arms were so full that 
they could encompass no more, and then 
Constantino, laughing, held two huge 
offerings of blossomy fragrance above 
her pretty head, himself standing mod- 
estly a bit in the background and per- 
mitting the Aida whom, as Radames, 
he loved so calamitously, to enjoy the 
splendid ovation exclusively as her 
cwn, the crowded house bravoing lustily 
tnean while. 

And this was very good of Signor Con- 
stantino, because he was fully entitled 
to divide all honors with Mme. Noria, 
singing a Radames that placed him well 
abreast of Caruso and Jean de Reszke, 
and there were moments when his great 
voice made him undeniably the biggest 
figure of the evening. But ‘he proved 
himself as chivalrous a Spaniard as ever 
bent a proud Castilian head to woman, 
finely appreciating the fact that ex- 
centional circumstance made last night 
2 ‘“‘Noria night,’’ its glories not to be 
Cisputed by any other soul. Through- 
cut the entire evening this manly spirit

acting was marked by a vital and fiery 
vigor that made it worthily memorable, 
In the great scene with Amneris, capa- 
bly taken by Mme. Maria Claessens, 
where her love for Radames is revealed; 
at the moment of meeting with her 
barbarian father, the captive Amonasro, 
in the second act; in the two crucial 
scenes where she holds the stage alone; 
in the tempting of Radames in the third 
act, and in the tragic closing moments 
of the fourth, Mme, Noria was in more 
than one respect the most fully satis- 
fying Aida seen for many a year.

Son Tells of Shooting. 

David tells this stery of the shooting:

The cartridges 
from one of them lay on the table and 
TI naturally thought the other was 
empty, too. So I picked up both weap- 
ons, and, holding one in each hand, I 
pointed them at my mother, who was 
sitting at the other end of the table, and 
I said to her: 

“ "Throw up your hands,’ and then I 
snapped both triggers. . 

“I gaw the bullet strike her and the 
blood spurt out and she fell out of the 
chair. I was so scared I threw both 
guns behind a trunk and tran. I in- 
tended to go to the river and drown my- 
self, but I thought that would do no 
good, so I went to the Police Station 
ond gave myself up.” 

Brother Tells Same Story. 

Robert, who was taken to the Carr 
Street Police Station and locked up with 
his brother, told the same story, The 
mother said, too, that it was an acci- 
dent. The mother was taken to the 
City Hospital. She may not recover. 

The Kolichs were very poor. Both 
young men were out of work and there 
was only 10 cents In the house Wednes- 
day morning when the shooting oc- 
curred, : )

Four bakers are 
employed, and about 400 loaves are 
baked every night. The bread’ is sold 
to the families of Macedonians, Serv-

Mere a baker was found asleep on a 
' bread table ont» which the loaves are 
shoveled from the oven. He was lying 
on a bread beard, with a dirty blanket 
over him, and had on all his clothes 
except his shoes. All around him were 
loaves from which the heat of baking 
had not yet departed. Nastes said he 
had been sleeping there since he had 
quit work, several hours before, and 
iu.- the bread kept him warm. 

In a corner of the room was a bed on 
which two men siept. In an adjoining 
room a dozen men sat around a stove 
smoking and spitting, while in a corner 

was a pile of bread for sale covered 
with a badly smelling blanket. 

San Christo at 615 South Second street 
bas a larger shop in which he em- 
ploys five men, who turn out 500 loaves 
a day. Christo’s place seems to be one 
of the favorite loafing places on the 
street, for there were about thirty young 
‘Greeks in the place, sitting around the 
stoves and on the counters, all smoking 
and spitting. Every bakery on South 
Becond street is a sort of club for 
Greeks, Turks and Servians. 

They may be seen in large numbers all 

- through every day loafing or sleeping in 
_ the bakeries of the district. 
% Boarders on Mezzanine Floor. 

Christo’s bakery is absolutely without 
ventilation, although it is larger than 
most. With the usual thrift of the 
neighborhood, Christo has built a sort 
of mezzanine floor over one end of his 
bakery to which access is pbtained by 
means of a ladder. This floor is crowd- 
ed with cots on which his lodgers sleep 
above the dough mixing troughs. It is 
full of old and evil smelling clothes and 
trash. The floor of the bakery is cover- 
ed with a deep accumulation of dough 
and dirt, and the utensils and “peels” 
are covered with black, dried, sour 

-, dough mixed with dirt. 
Sarantakes and Surdes, Greeks, run a

Recent- 
ly one of the deputy factory inspectors 
went to the Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney for a warrant for Robert Mik- 
sicek, 200; South Eleventh street. The 
information charged that the walls, 
floor and utensils of his shop were 
dirty, that ‘the ventilation was bad. 
Here a baker, stripped to the waist, 
was found working at a bread trough, 
kneading dough. He was smoking a 
pipe, ashes from which were dropping 
into the dough. 

*“‘When we received the warrant from 
the office of Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Falkenhainer it had been so 
‘amended’ that the only charge on it 
which could be prosecuted under the 
city health ordinance was improper 
ventilation. 

Should Not Be Hampered. _ 

“It should not be made difficult for 
us to stamp out these ahuses under the 
laws.

PEAKING of the bakeshops, Factory Inspector Sikes said: 
S / “The State bakeshop regulations are specific enough, if we could 
get sufficient support from the prosecuting officers, which we cannot. 
Here are the bakeslop regulations, which should be made thoroughly ef- 


“All rooms or building oceupied as biscuit, bread or cake bakeries 
shall te drained and plumbed in’ a manner to conduce to the proper and 
healthful sanitary condition thereof, and constructed with airshafts, win- 
dows or yentilating pipes, sufficient to insure ventilation. 
and utensils in such rooms shall be so arranged that the furniture and floor 
may at all times be kept in a proper and healthful sanitary condition, and 
no water closet, privy or ashpit shall be within or communieate directly 


“*The sleeping apartments for the persons employed in bakeries or con- 
fectionery establishments. shall be separate and distinct from the room or 
rooms used ‘for manufacture or storage of flour or meal product, or for the 
storage of flour, meal or other articles used in the manufacture or prepa- 


“No employer shall knowingly require, permit or suffer any person 
to work in his bakeshop who is affected with consumption of the lungs or 
with scrofula or any communicable skin disease, and every person is hereby 
required to keep himself in a cleanly condition while engaged in the manu- 
facture or handling of such products.’ 

“*Any person who violates any of the provisions of this article, or 
refuses to comply with the requirements thereof, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and, on conviction, shal] be punished. by a fine of noi Jess 
than ten nor more than one hundred dollars.’ 

“Tt shall be the duty of the Labor Commissioner or his deputy to see 
that the provisions of this article are carried into effect, and it is hereby 
made the duty of the prosecuting attorneys of each county or city in this 
State to lend all possible aid bag all prosecutions for violations of any of

PROPOSED NEW 
CHARTER WOULD 
KILL ASSEMBLY 


Committee Will Report to In- 
vest- City Government 
in Central Body. 


The abolition of the present Municei- 
pal Assembly and the inv estment of all 
legislative power in a central body, 
composed of 28 members, to be elected 
by the people at large is one of the rec- 
ommendations for the proposed new 8t. 
Louis city charter considered by the 
subcommittee representing 39 civic or- 
ganizations, which will submit its re- 
port at a meeting to be held at the Mer- 
cantile Club Wednesday night. 

Members of the subcommittee are di- 
vided, however, on the question of char- 
ter supervision, some desiring the. sub- 
mission of amendments, while others 
want an entirely new instrument. 

The Joint Revision Committee of the 
Municipal Assembly has been invited to 
attend Wednesday night's conference. 

The grand jury and the Circuit At- 
torney may visit the House of Dele- 
gates and see its members in their wild 
state if an invitation that has been ex- 
tended is accepted. 

Delegate John J. O’Brien, a member 
of the minority, and former Speaker, 
wrote and presented the resolution on 
authority of which the grand jurors and 
prosecuting officer are to be invited. 
Mr. O’Brien thinks that a _ perform- 
ance by the House, including an out- 
break of eloquence on the part of 
“Cap” Troll, the reading of a bill in 
the vernacular by Naughton, and some 
repartee between Gallagher and Hussey 
would be highly instructive to the 
jurors. 


COMMISSION DEPLORES SUIT 
AGAINST TERMINAL MONOPOLY 


It Has Helped to Prevent Sale of 
Bonds and Improvements, Says 
Report to Assembly. 


The Municipal Bridge and Terminals 
Commission, which has sent to the 
Municipal Assembly a report of its 
achievements since May 24, 1904, regards 
as ‘“‘unforunate”’ the fact that the Fed- 
eral suit to dissolve the Términal Rail- 
road Association has not been dis- 


missed. 

The Federal proceedings, combined with 
the recent financial stress, have pre- 
vented the sale of the company’s bonds 
and delayed improvements which, the 
commission says, it had hoped would be 
wellunder way by this time. 

There igs but little prospect of a re- 
moval or reduction of arbitraries on 
freight shipped to or from points within 
the 100-mile radius, according to the 
commission. It is in this district that 
St. Louis gets most of its soft coal. - 

Reductions in the rates and arbitraries 
thus far brought about by the commis- 
sion have saved the merchants and 
manufacturers of St. Louis $2,000,000 a 
year, it is contended. Practically al! 
the differential charges on freight to 
points beyond the 100-mile radius have 
been removed or abolished, says the 
commission, and others that are unim- 
portant are about to be lowered or elim- 
inated. 

Comparison between the cost of soft 
coal delivered at “the furnaces” fn St. 
Louis, and the prices paid for like quan- 
tities of fuel placed at the places of 
consumption in other cities. is found 
to be in favor of this city.

To make or enter into or 
‘execute or carry out any con- 
tracts, obligations or agree- 
ments of any kind or descrip- 
tion by which they shall bind or 
have bound themselves not to 
sell, dispose of or transport any 
article or any commodity or 
any article of trade, use, mer- 
chandise, commerce or  cen- 
sumption below a common 
standard figure or fixed value 
or bv which they shall agree in 
any manner to keep the price 
of such article, commodity or 
transportation at a_ fixed or 
graduated figure or by which 
they shall in any manner 
establish or settle’ the price 
of any article, commodity 
or transportation between them 
or themselves and others, 80 as 
to directly or indirectly pre- 
clude a free and unrestricted 
competition among themselves 
or any purchasers or consumers 
in the sale or transportation of 
any such article or commo- 
dity, or by which they shall 
agree to pool, combine or di- 
rectiy or indirectly unite any 
interests that they may have 
connected with the sale or 
transportation of any such 
article or commodity, that 
its price might in any man- 
ner be affected. Every such 
trust as is defined ~ herein 
is declared to he unlawful, 
against pubMe policy and void. 

Sections 2 and 3 designate 
what shall be done by officers 
of the State in regard to for- 
eign corporations s0  violat- 
ing the law and really cover 
that portion of the act which 
provides for suits in ouster. 

Section 4. Any violation of 

or all of the provisions 
of this act shall be and. is 
hereby declared a conspiracy 
against trade, and any person 
who may become engaged in 
any such conspiracy or - take 
part therein, or aid or advise 
in its commission or who shall 
as principal, manager, director 
agent, servant or employer, or 
in any other capacitv knowing- 
lv carry out any of the stipula- 
tions, purposes, prices, rates or 
furnish any information to as- 
Sist in carrying out such pur- 
poses or orders thereunder or 
in pursuance thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less 
than $50 nor more than $5000, 
or be tmprisoned not less than 
six months nor more than one 
vear or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. Each day's vio- 
lation of this provision shall 
constitute a separate offense. 

This law, passed April 19, 1898, be- 
came effective on the 18th of the July 
following.

White Murderer Finally Beaten 
to Death—Four Aveng- 
ers Will Die. 








VALDOSTA, Ga., Feb. 12.—Attacked 
by a mob of lynchers just across the 
Florida line yesterday, Jack Long. a 
white man, fought his assailants des- 
Pperately, wounding 1€ of them, and 
forcing the others to kill him in the 
fight. 

Long was accused of killing James 
Sapp, a wealthy citizen. A son of Sapp 
had killed a brother of Long and es- 
caped. 

Long met the father of the slayer and 
shot him to death. He was arrested and 
50 men visited the prison and took the 
prisoner out to hang him.

Both are standpatters. Both object very seri- 
ously to the discussion of the subject. 
political aspirations. Both have personal reasons 
for wishing to talk about other matters. Mr. 
Cannon says that tariff revision is impossible for 
a long time to come. Mr. Bryan says tariff re- 
vision is demanded only by those peaen who 
want to beat him. 

The Speaker ofthe House of Representatives is 
a lifelong protectionist. He believes in the 
principle. He favors the taxation of all for the 
benefit of some. Naturally, he does not look 


| upon tariff reform as either necessary or urgent. 


The continuing candidate for the presidency 
once claimed to be a tariff reformer, if not a ‘free 
trader, but he saw a great light in 1894 and 
made a high resolve that there should be no tariff 
reduction until the free coinage of silver had been 
secured. His Populistic allies were mostly Re- 
publican protectionists and there could be no 
assault upon the tariff monopolies while they 
trained under his standard. 

Thus both of these gentlemen, each in his own 
way, is as actively in the service of the tariff 
barons as was Mr. Dingley himself. To the ex- 
tent of their influence, which is undeniably 
great, they are committed against even the dis- 
cussion of a monstrous and constantly growing 
wrong. 

Two Democratic governors of Western States, 
Johnson of Minnesota and Folk of Missouri, who 
recently expressed themselves on the subject of 
campaign issues for the coming election, agreed 
in placing the tariff first. They denounced the 
whole contrivance as privilege lying at the very 
root of most cf the evils against Which the peo- 
ple now complain. Neither of them could imegine 
a genuine Democratic campaign for the presi- 
dency which did not have for its chief inspiration 
an attack all along the line on the _ protective 
tariff. 

Yet, according ‘o the gentleman from Ne- 
braska, who is hopelessly involved with the Pop- 
ulists, Govs. Johnson and Folk, in advocating 
Democratic principles, align themselves with the 
opponents of the perpetual candjdate, who is in- 
tent just now on indorsing everything that a Re- 
publican President is saying and doing. 

The Republican party is a great and exceeding- 
ly useful erganization. It is necessary to the 
country. But no one, certainly no Democrat, 
will admit that there is any need of two Repub- 
lican parties. One will answer every purpose. 
There are many reasons why there should be a 
party of principle in opposition to the Repub- 
Ifcans, but there can be no such party while the 
Democrats are led by a man who gets his prin- 
cipled from Republican Populists and from Re- 
publican leaders like Roosevelt and Cannon. 

Govs. Johnson and Folk have never had to go 
td such sources for ideas. They have had no 
narrowing associations with Populists, and their 
Democracy has never yet impelled them to stand 
shoulder to shoulder with the despot of Congress 
or the centralizer of the White House. 

Either one of these young and progressive 
governors would make a Democratic candidate 
who would poll a million more votes than Mr. 
Bryan .can hope to do, and those votes would be 
thrown in states which will determine the clec- 
tion. Either one of them would give the Re- 
public once more a militant Democracy in place 
of the limping affair which, leaning first upon 
Populism and then upon Cannonism and Roose- 
veltism, now has no reason for encumbering the 
earth.

Brodie Duke, perhaps named not inappropri- 
ately after the famous bridge jumper, but in any 
event a son of the maker of a popular agricul- 
tural smoking mixture, wafted himself into Pitts- 
burg the other evening and released about $2000 
of the genuine medium in a less number of min- 
utes.

The affair took place the last day of 
last September, when the Athletics and 
Detroit Tigers played the memorable 17- 
inning tie game. The Tigers tied the 
game in the ninth inning; after it seemed 
as if the Athletics had it safely tucked 
away, so Waddell strode into the club- 
house after the contest was over and 
declared he was going to thrash every 
member of the club. 

Rube Minces No Words, 


Rube accused the players of “laying 
down” on him and not trying to win be- 
cause he was in the box. Every one 
was mad and the next day the members 
of the team, with Harry Davis as spokes- 
man, went to Connie Mack and declared 
the Rube must go, or they would. Mack 
had to promise them then and there 
that Rube would not be with the team 
another season. 
Dygert started in to pitch the 
game that day with the Tigers, and 
in the second inning was lammed out 
of the box by the heavy sluggers from 
Detroit. Plank was being saved for the 
second game, as a double-header was 
booked, so Mack sent in Waddell to 
finish the first contest. 
Rube soon showed that he was in 
trim and the great throng of fans 
cheered as he fanned out the Detroiters. 
But in the sixth inning the team went 
all to pieces behind Rube. The Athletics 
were far in the lead when the splash 
began. but the Tigers rushed over four 
runs in that frame, mostly due to errors 
in fielding.

Team Goes to Pieces, 
Then in the ninth inning, with two 
runs needed to tie up the game, Sam 
Crawford singled and Ty Cobb biffed 
bis terrific bome-run swat over the 
right-field fence.

Eddie Plank came in and pitched out 
the balance of the game, and Rube 
was about the most unpopular man in 
Quaker Town, although a hero only a 
few innings before. 
But instead of leaving the field, Rube 
hung around and grew angrier every 
minute until darkness finally put a stop 
to the game and then he wanted to lick 
the whole team. But Mack managed 
to keep him out of trouble that time, 
as he had on many other occasions, and 
then the following day was forced to 
pacify the other ang by promising 
that Rube would be disposed of before 
another season began.
